Flames Break Out in the World's 
Fair Outbuildings— Tbirty- 
Five Meu Killed. 

Driven By Desperation They Jump 
Into the Jaws of a Cruel 
Death. 

Would' Fate Grounds, Chicago, July 
10. — At tho World's Fuir this afternoon 
just before 2 o'clock, the cold storage ware- 
house, just south of the 64th sUeet gate, 
caught lire in tho top cupola, which rests 
fully 200 feet from the ground. Through 
this cupola a chimney passeB. Tho cupola 
is of wood, overlaid with columns and pil- 
lars near tho top stand. The Hro broke out 
about thirty feet ubove this. As soon as 
tho firemen arrived about thirty-five or 
forty of them climbed ladders to this land- 
ing and prepared to throw streams of wuter 
on the burning portion, when the fire, 
which had eaten its way inside the building 
to a point below where the firemen stood, 
broke out with great violence on all sides. 
Exclamations ot horror broko out from the 
lips of the 20,000 people assembled about 
the building to sec the firo. Somo firemen 
saved themselves by sliding down ropes, 
but before the others could fellow the 
(lames hud burned away the ropes, and the 
unfortunate fellows, who remained huddled 
together on tho north side of tho cupola, 
wero doomed. It was beyond the reach of 
any of tho ladders, and the crowd stood hor- 
ror-stricken and powerless to rescue or to 
help them. 

The flames ran higher and higher until 
tho men were almost concealod from view. 
At this moment one of the firemon sprang 
out into tho air and was clashed to pieces 
on the roof below. Another and another 
followed his example ; eruzod by tho awful 
heat and doubtless preferring to be killed 
by tho fall than burned to death. When 
live had thus jumped, the upper portion of 
the cupola gavo wuy, and the remaining 
firemen woro swallowed up in tho aeething 
mass of burning timbers. Meantime all the 
firo engines on the grounds had been called, 
and aid summoned from HydoPark, but the 
main portion of tho firo wus far above tho 
reach of tho streams of water. It is probable 
that the entire building will bo totally de- 
stroyed It cost $250,000 and is stored 
with meats, fruits and wines. The total 
loss will probably reach half a million. Tho 
structure was built and occupied by tho 
Hercules Iron Works Company, manufac- 
turers of refrigerating machinery. 

The wind is blowing strongly from the 
north and sweeping flames from ono building 
to the other. If the wind does not change 
to the south or west the firo will prob ibly 
be confined to the cold storago building. If 
it should veer around it would sweep di- 
rectly into the Administration building, 
after destroying tho Pennsylvania railroad 
building. The Humes ut this writing are 
eating their wuy in directly to the lower 
building. At 2:10 p.m. tho entire cold 
storage warehouse was in flames, and it wus 
reported that three women and several 
clerks employed in the office on the third 
Uoor weru crushed by the falling of the 
cupola. Tho lupolas of tho north side fell 
iuto the building, carrying the third floor 
down to the second. Thirty or forty streams 
aro playing on the building from all sides, 
but with no effect whatever. 

The body of Capt. Fit/.patrick, in charge 
of the fire department stationed at the Ser- 
vice building, has been taken from the 
ruins. He was up on the east side of the 
tower and fell when it collapsed. He was 
flceu to reach out for help, and in spite of 
the efforts of three men, who kept a hose on 
him, ho fell below and wus burned. An- 
other victim is Dennis Lynch, who fell to 
the Uoor below. He was the last to leuvo 
tho tower ; his legs wero brokon, and he 
cannot live. Henry doubling, superintend- 
ent of the painters' stuff employed on tho 
building, is believed to bo dead. It is now 
said that nineteen men were killed. A com- 
pany of regulars has been sent to the scene 
to aid tho Columbian guards. The building 
is ono muBs of flames, totally beyond the 
control ot the Bremen, and the paint shop 
building, 100 by 250 feet and two stories 
high, is on fire in many places. It will also 
go. The he at from the Humes is intense, 
the crowds being kept buck a distance of 
700 feet. 

A panic was narrowly averted when some 
person started tho rumor that nil the oil 
used in the building wus about to explode, 
Women and children rushed pell-mell away 
from the structure, a number of them faint- 
ing, while the men in their endeavor to 
keep them quiet added to the excite- 
ment by their shouts. Several hid all 
hotels on Stony Island, all outside tho Fuir 
grounds and just west of tho cold storage, 
caught tire from tho Humes und are now 
burning. 

Thousands of people climbed over the 
fence of the grounds during the excitement 
incident to the lire, and crowded around the 
burning building, iu addition to those who 
had paid admission curlier in the duy. Tho 
warehouse is now a comploto ruin, und it is 
doubtful if the remains of tho firemen who 
lost their lives in the tire will ever be re- 
covered. Tho World's Fair stubleo, south 
of the cold storage were ulso burned, but no 
lives wero lost. It is believed that tho live 
stock in tho barn is all saved. The wind 
wus blowing from the lake und lotho south- 
west. Hud it been in an opposite direction 
it is possiblo tho entire Fuir, despite all 
efforts, would have been laid in ruins. 

At three p.m. tho fire can bo said to he 
confined to the cold storage building. From 
fifty to sixty firemen have been injured, and 
ut leust thirty killed. A short time after 
tho fire broke out there woro between lifty 
und seventy firemen on tho roof of the build- 
ing, playing with hose on all tho places 
where tho llames could ho seon creeping 
through. They worked hard, unmindful of 
the terrible clement rapidly burning the 
ground from under thoir feet. Soon the 
roof was seen to cave in in some places, and 
the bravo firemen on tho top fell to 
the ground. Somo still had a fsufe 
footing, however, and ludders were 
put up on tho roof, but the fire was so hot 
it was almost sure death by tho inhalation 
of the llames for those below to attempt to 
mount the ladders to help their fellow-fire- 
men. Somo braved the tcrriblo heat, how- 
ever, and succeeded, amid the eheors of the 
onlookers, in taking down several of them. 
Ono poor follow, Murphy by name, was 
taken down and carried to tho ambulance 
closo by, but ho was so budly hurt ho died 



on the way to tho hospital. Tho east wall 
of tho building having fallen in, there is 
only tho west und part of the north-west 
loft standing. There is no doubt, however, 
that the firo will bo held within tho bounds 
of tho cold storage building. 

WORKED LIRE A CHARM- 

Signals Introduce Two Parties Who Had 
Never Seen Each Other ; Hut Met 
to bo Married. 

COBVALLIS, O., July 10.— Millie E. Little 
arrived this uftornoon direct from Kansas, 
and within an hour afterwards became tho 
brido of Irwiu Smith, a prosperous young 
furmer of this county. Somo time since, so 
tho story goes, the groom beoumo convinced 
that the life of a bachelor was not altogethor 
a success. After consulting with some of 
his friends ho concluded to advertise for u 
better half, with results us above indicated. 
Previous to her departure from the Fist a 
code of signuls had been agreed upon, 
whereby recognition might be effected upon 
her arrival. Tho eodo worked like a ohurm. 
After a little systematic flirtation on his 
part, with u largo bandana, recognition wub 
effected, offering no end of merriment to the 
lookers-on.

HOME RULE. 



Irish Representation in the Imperial 
Parliament Vigorously Discussed 
and Voted On. 



Pnriiellite Redmond's Amendment De- 
feated and tho Government's 
Proposal Adopted. 



London, July 10.— The discussion of tho 
tenth clause of the Irish Government act, 
which relates to tho representation in the 
Imperial Parliament of the Irish counties 
and boroughs, began to-day in committee of 
tho whole of tho House of Commons. Right 
Hon. John W. Mellor was in tho chair. 
The bill provides for tho retention of eighty 
Irish members in tho Imperial Parliament, 
a reduction of twenty-three in the present 
representation of Ireland. 

Mr. John Redmond (Purnellite), member 
for Wuterford county, moved the adoption 
of an amendment to retain tho Irish repre- 
sentation at its full present number, one 
hundred and throe members. 

Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion. The 
Government, he said, could not go beyond 
giving Ireland representation in accordance 
with the proportion of her population, us 
compuied with that of Great Britain. 

Right Hon. Sir Wm Veinon Hurcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, said that it 
was open to the House to arrive ut what de- 
cision it pleased. The general Homo Rule 
plan did not depend upon the Irish repre- 
sentation in the Imperial Parliament. 

Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, tho leader of 
the Opposition in the House of Commons, 
objected to the ministers evuding the 
responsibility, as he claimed they were at- 
tempting to do. The question of Irish 
representation in tho Imperial Parliament, 
he said, was of the first importance. 

Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Liberal- 
Unionist leader, taunted Mr. Gladstone 
with leaving the matter in the hands of the 
House, so t but the position of the cabinet 
might not bo prejudiced if the mutter wus 
decided against the ministers. 

A division taken on the amendment re- 
sulted in its defeat by 2S0 to 266. Tho an- 
nouncement of the result wus greeted with 
cheers by the Liberals. 



MURDER WILL OUT. 

Tho Unearthing of a Skeleton Iirings to 
bight an Almost Forgotten Crime. 

Seattle, July 10. — A special from 
Spokane says : " Residents of the Peaceful 
Valley — a smull portion of tho city lying 
along the rivei west of the Falls — are greatly 
excited to day ovor tho unearthing of what 
appears to bo a murder. Gardeners, while 
digging a ditch on tho hillside to carry 
water from a spring, exposed to view the 
skeleton of a man which, from uppcaranceB, 
hud evidently lain there for several years. 
The remains wero unearthed on u plot of 
ground used us a garden, worked and 
owned by John Haines. Haines ob- 
jected vigorously and used force 
in trying to prevent tho ditch being 
dug, and when the skeleton was found he 
became turribly agitated and left the scene. 
Coroner Newman began investigation, und 
from the testimony of tho neighbors it is 
evident that the skeleton found iB that of 
James Murphy, who formerly owned the 
ground that Haines claims. He disappeared 
over two years ago, an d Haines, who was 
working for him at the time, said that Mur- 
phy bud sold him that place and left for Iuh 
old home in Canada. Sino^ that lime his 
relatives in Canada wrote several times for 
information as to Murphy's whereabouts. 
The coroner sent officers out in Bearch of 
Haines, but ho cannot be found, and the 
belief is strong that Haines killed Murphy 
iu order to seeuro his farm. 



THE PACIFIC BANK. 

In all Probability the Institution Will be 
Reorganized. 

San FRANCISCO, July 10. — Tho regular 
monthly meeting of the directors of the 
Pacific Bank was hold to-day and lasted 
several hours. When it was over, R. H. 
McDonald, jr , acting president, said : 
"The future looks brighter; we are taking 
some stops to reorganize tho bunk, und 1 
think wo shall succeed. One gentleman, 
who is very prominent in thiB city, has 
agreed to put up $500,000, and I think we 
shall aoon getull the rest of tho money we 
want. Wo shall hold a meeting of stock- 
holders on July 24, at which the whole mat- 
ter ia likely to be settled.

Fraser River Offal Question-Canada 
Not a Sufferer By tho 
Chicago Fire. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, July 10.— Hon. John Costigan, 
secretary of state, personally presented 
Earl Derby with tho civic address from 
Toronto, instead of the usual formal trans- 
mission by letter. His Excellency leaves 
here on Wednesday afternoon, und sails 
from Quebec by the Sardinian on Sunday 
morning. Neurly all the ministers will go 
to Quebec to see him off. 

The Department of Agriculture luvo re- 
ceived u report from Sir Charles Tapper 
with reference to cattlo from Pilot Mound, 
which were said to have pleuro pneumonia. 
The report more than hints that the lung 
was not thut of u Canadian animal, but hud 
been substituted, and he says there plainly 
had been such substitution in the previous 
case. 

Canada will not 6ufL-r much loss by the 
burning of the cold Btoruge building in 
Ctiicugo, us only a smull quantity of Cana- 
dian fruit and cheese were stored in it. 

It, ia expected thut fully livo hundred 
delegates will attend the meeting of the 
Masonic Grand Lodge oi Canada, to bo held 
hero on the 19th inst. 

With regard to the application of Messrs. 
Farlo und Prior t hat I he restriction against, 
throwing offal into the Fraser river be re- 
moved on the ground that such restriction 
was not enforced on the Skeena and other 
rivers, it is understood the Department 
of Justice to day gavo an opinion 
to the Department of Marino and 
Fisheries thut tho Government hud 
no power to suspend tho act so as to 
allow fish offal to bo thrown in any river. 
This may not only lead to a refusal to 
suspend tho uc. as relates to the Fraser, but 
will cause the cancellation of tho orders in- 
council suspending the operation of the act 
in tho Skeena and other rivers. 



HEMMED IN. 

Kennedy, the Outlaw, Corralled on a 
Point of Land Near 
Bute Inlet. 



Superintendent Hussey's Force of 
Police Cut off All 
Escape. 



The latest news from Ramsay Arm, where 
Kennedy, the murderer, InBt week defied 
the efforts of Chief Constable Stewart's 

os8e to accomplish his arreBt, leads to the 
belief that his defiance will be short-lived, 
and thut insteud of ending his lawless cureer 
in the bluzo of death-dealing firearms, he 
will be brought buck % prisoner to stand his 
trial in the ordinary process of the courts 
and ubide by its result. The steamer Ks- 
telle returned to Nunaimo on Sunday, re- 
porting that Superintendent Hussey had 
Kennedy "corralled" on the extreme point of 
the tongue of land separating Bute Inlet 
from UaniBay Arm, und where ho hud been 
forced to a choice of three desperate alter- 
natives — the deep eeu, starvation, or a dash 
through a fortified police picket, where his 
few remaining shots would have little 
chunco of being effective, while the police 
hud every opportunity to riddle him with 
bullets. 

Superintendent Hussey, when the Estelle 
left him, wus convinced thut Kennedy 
would he reduced to submission in a very 
few days, and accordingly dismissed the 
Bteamer, giving orders for his steam launch 
to bo sont up for patrol duty, instructions 
which were speedily obeyed, as Deputy 
Government Agent Stanton left with the 
Nunaimo launch and seven days' provisions 
for tho twelve men on tho scene of the 
trouble, Sunday evening. The Superin- 
tendent stated in his letter that Kennedy 
hud not been seen since Friday, the duy 
before tho letter was dispatched, und that 
ull avenues for his escape were guarded. 

From other information it is learned that 
on reaching Ramsay Arm, Superintendent 
Hussey threw out his men in a picket line, 
and beating down the peninsula from the 
mountain, drove Kennedy btforo thorn to 
its extreme end, where he is held prisoner, 
the line of police on the one side and the 
sea on the other. There is little or no game 
on hia limited ground of liber'y, and his 
supply of ammunition is all but ex- 
hausted. Tho fact, that Kennedy is an ex- 
pert woodsman will scarcely help him in his 
present predicament, and tho news of his 
capture alive, without disaster to the police 
party, may now bo looked for at almost any 
hour. 

Chemainus had a little sonsution on Sun- 
day, which for a time was connected very 
closely with the Reed Island tragedy, hut 
which in the light of later developments 
appears to have hud no bearing upen it. A 
stranger named Kennedy, but who bears, it 
is aaid, a marked resemblance to Joe Mor- 
lcy, the outlaw's partner, and principal in 
the stealing of the liquor from the Van 
oouver warehouse, arrived at Chemainus in 
a sloop dining Saturday night, and by Blip 
plying liquor freely to the In- 
dians soon mado them his fast 
friends. On Sunday morning he 
were for breakfast to the Louisville 
tavern, where a logger named King hearing 
him called Kennedy conceived that it must 
be tho original desperado and planned to 
capture him und the {500 reward for tho ac- 
complishment of that feat. He enlisted th- 
services of a friend named Campbell, und 
the latter removed Kennedy's rifle while ho 
wus at tho breakfust table, The moul over, 
the owner searched for hia weapon, und not 
finding it, accused King of tho theft. The 
latter denied tho charge, and tho reBult was 
a quarrel, in which King was cut deeply 
with a dirk, the wound being n, 
painful though not a dangerous one. The 
stranttcr then secured his rifle and made a 
daBh for tho river, where it is supposed he 
met his Indian friends und secured their as- 
sistance to regain his sloop.

ton, took up tho chuso yesterday, but the 
bird had flown.

The. Sanitary Engineer Question Again 
Touched Upon and 
Dropped. 



l'liero wero present at last evening's regu- 
lar mooting of the City Council His Wor- 
ship the Mayor, presiding, Aid. Miller, 
Munn, Bolyea, Styles, Raker, ilemlersou 
and Bragg. 

His WORSHIP announced that it had beou 
arranged that tho Council avail themselves 
of tho invitation of tho Eaquimolt Water 
Works Company on Saturday next, and it 
was decided that tho Hoard will set 
out at 8:30 Saturday morning. 

Mr. J. C. Blackmail wroto, calling the at- 
tention of the Council to the lack of servico 
on tho part of tho poundkeeper in the 
neighborhood of Gorbally road. 

It was urged that tho poundkeeper 
should have 001110 help to remedy the grow 
ing annoyance of eattlo going at large on 
the public streets, anil the matter was re- 
ferred to the Pound committee. 

Tho Pound committee reported on the in- 
vestigation held on the charge against Mr. 
Shaw of using abusive language to Mr. 
Bantield. They recommended that the 
pound-keeper be admonished to use as 
courteous language as possible, hut con- 
sidered that in this particular case Mr. 
Shaw was very much provoked by the con- 
duct of his accuser. 

The report was received and filed. 
A letter was before the Hoard from Mr. 
McLean relative to the Old Men's Home, 
but in viow of the language in which the 
communication was couched, His Worship 
did not think the City Clerk should be ask- 
ed to read it. Tho document was handed 
to Aid. llelyea, and the Council proceeded 
to the consideration of a report from Gtritf 
Deasy, which, among other recommenda- 
tions, considered that of the limit placed up- 
on him lor repairs to harness. In mulling 
the estimate of expenditure he had consider 
ed only wh.it was absolutely necessary, and 
hoped the Council would see the desirability 
of looking into this matter. 

Au>. BAKER, in moving the adoption of 
tho report, thought it was not right to cut 
the firo department too line ; if tho Council 
did so there would be trouble. 

It was moved that tho report bo referred 
to the Finance committee for consideration. 

The carotaker of the market reported tho 
gross receipts for .June at $233 10, being 
market fees and rents. 

The subject of the appointment of an 
inspector of surface drains was next taken 
up, sovoral applications being received, and 
after a great deal of by-talk on the subject 
a vote was taken, resulting as follows : 

John Anderson, 5 ; William Humphrey, 
1 ; J. E. Thomas, 1 ; William Murray, 1. 

The noxt appointment for consideration 
won that of clerk of the Police court, 

Ald. Beaui; raised an objection to the 
method of conducting this business. The 
position was an important one, and a proper 
salary, sutlicieut to enable a man to live on, 
should be offered. It was no use putting a 
-man in to perform very onerous duties at a 
boggarly stipend, for he would soon be- 
oouie dissatisfied with the insutticiency of 
tho salury when ho saw others, with less 
important work, receiving more money. 

It was moved that in view of the fact that 
vtry little was known about this position, 
the Council advertise for one week for ap- 
plications 

At.l). BSLYEA asked what had become of 
the correspondence relating to the sewerage 
engineer, that had been placed on the desks 
of aldermen at the previous meeting, ami 
what it was proposed to do about it. 

ALD. BlUGf] asked if it was the fact that 
the Mayor had been served with a writ by 
the late sanitary engineer. 

In reply, the Mayor said ho saw some of 
the aldermen smiling, but he had to state 
that ut the time he wag reported to have 
been served he was not in the province, so 
that ho was afraid the statement was not 
reliable. Up to the preseut moment he 
had not seen the original, but he believed 
the city barristers had charge of the matter. 

Al.D. Bki.vka suggested that his Worship 
went out of jurisdiction to escape service, 
but the Mayor replied that he hud left the 
ucting Mayor at home. 

Tho following is tho full text of this now 
much discussed contract witli Mr. Mohun : 

" 3rd February, 1892. 
"Hi* Worship the Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen : 

Gkntlkmkn, — Understanding that a by- 
law will shortly ho submitted for your con- 
sideration ' for tho appointment of Com- 
missioners of Sewers,' in which, under 
clauso 2, sub-section B, power is given to 
the Commissioners to appoint, fix the 
salaries and discharge the Chief K igineer 
and his subordinates, I have the honor most 
respectfully to submit for your consideration 
that: First — At the request of the Sewer- 
age committee of the Council of 1890, I 
submitted a letter, of which the enclosed is 
a copy, defining tho terms upon which I 
would tako charge of the work. 

"Second— These terms were, as was re- 
cognized, liberal, and I was informed by 
wire that my appointment was approved by 
tho Council. 

"Third— I accordingly took charge, some 
sixteen months ago, of the works, under the 
terms then mentioned, and since then car 
riod out by both the Council and myself. 

"Fourth— I beg most respectfully to sub- 
mit that I i'tn not a salaried officer of the 
corporation, but a contractor, with certain 
definite remuneration, and that only a fail- 
ure on my part to perforin the duties I have 
undertaken would justify the corporation or 
commissioners in carrying out that portion 
of sub-section six which refers to myself. 

"I have 'ho honor to be, 
"Gentlemen, 
"Your obedient servant, 

"(Sd.) Edward Mohun, C. K." 

"Victoria, B.C., Sept. 19, 1800. 
«< To the Municipal Council oj the City of 
Victoria : 

" GBNTLHMEN :— In response to there- 
quest of Alderman Harrison, chairman of 
the Sowerago committee, I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration tho terms 
upon which I am willing to undertake tho 
duties of your Sanitary Engineer and carry 
out the proposed aoworago works. 

" When an engineer is appointed to carry 
out works of this class on commission, tho 
usual professional rate is five per cent, on 
the expenditure, out of which he pays the 
salary of the assistant engineer. 

"In the present instance, inconsequence of 
the extensive character of the works, this 
commission would amount to a large Bum, 
probably exceeding §8,000 per annum; 1 am 
willing, however, to undertake the duties 
of Sanitary Engineer, which include : 

(a) Making complote und accurate survey 
of all sower lines. 

(b) Preparation of contract plans and 



specifications, and all suoh additional plans 
as may be rcquirod from time to time for 
the guidance of tho contractors. 

(c) Superintendence of all works in pro- 
gress. 

(d) Examination of all material employed. 

(e) Measuring up and issuing certificates 
to constructors— 

Upon tho following terms, namoly : An 
annual salary of $:),000 during continuance 
of the work ; the salary of an assistant 
engineer, clerks of the works, und general 
ollico expenses being defrayed by tho city. 
I have tho honor to bo, gentlemon, 

Your obedient servant, 
(Signed.) Edward Mohu.v, 

Civic and Sanitary Engineer." 

Tho by-law authorizing the salo of lands 
for taxes in arrears two years or moro was 
then taken up and passed through tho 
stages of committee. 

By this time the McLean document had 
travelled quietly round tho Board, being 
perused en route by tho various councillors. 
Aid. Miller thought that if this was liter- 
ature unlit for the City Clerk to road it was 
certainly a tough joke to refer it to the Old 
Men's Home committee, of which ho was a 
member. His Worship said he did not intend 
any reflection on either Aid. Miller personally 
or the committee as a whole, but that be did 
not think it right to ask either tho City 
Clerk or anyone elso to read aloud at the 
Board such a document. Its language was 
not such as to eutitlo it to ho read. 

ALD MILLER and Aid. Henderson agreed 
with this sentiment, and Aid. Munn sug- 
gested that the letter bo disinfected, as it 
certainly was a little high. 

Ald Baker thought tho epistle should 

be destroyed, but it was handed back to the 
Mayor, who said it had been received and 
placed on the file, und of course had to bo 
dealt with. The matter ended there. 

After some otianges in matters of detail 
in the by-law relating to arrears of taxes, 
the Council adjourned.

ITALIAN BASK BILL. 

An Extremely Disorderly Scene In the Cham- 
ber of Deputies— The Measure 
Passed, 

Rom e, July 10.— The final debato on the 
Bank bill in the Chamber of Deputies on 
Saturday was tumultuous, and Senor Bevit, 
who has been energetic in pressing forward 
the investigation of frauds, made the speech 
of tho day. "The time has come," he said, 
"for all implicated in the bank bribery to 
explain their actions. Deputies, senators, 
ministers who had soiled their bands with 
the corruption funds scattered by the banks 
of issue, ought now to confess and defend 
tin mselves, if they could. The country 
ought to learn who are its dishonest ser- 
vants. If the Senate will appoint a new 
committee of inquiry, I will refrain from 
naming tho guilty men. I demand, how- 
ever, that the guilty men abstain from 
voting on the measure before the Houso. If 
they do not, I will name them." 

A regular riot broke loose in the chamber 
as Signor Bevit made this threat, and somo 
of tho deputies shouted, "Name them." 
O'.hera turned on Bevit with clenched fists 
and called him a boaster, a liar and a hypo- 
crite Insults wore exchanged on every 
side and a dozen or more fights were pre- 
vented only by tho interference of a few 
cool men, who held back their most pug 
nacioua colleagues. After endeavoring in 
vain for five minutes to restore order the 
piusident of the chamber suspended the 
sitting. When the proceedings resumed, 
Signor Bevit yielded to the importunities of 
his friends and declined to continue his 
speech. The Bank bill was then passed by 
a vote of 2±! to 135. The ohamoer then 
adjourned for tho summer holidays.

A Six Hours' DisciiHsion in the New 
South Walps l eRiRlatnre Over 
the £10,000 Subsidy. 



General Npvs From tiio Land of tho 
Southern Cross— The Financial 
Panic Subsiding-. 



The Australian newspapers which arrived 
here hy the Wurrimoo contain lengthy re- 
ports of tlio nix houra' debate in tho New 
South Wales Legislature on tho n otion of 
the Postrnaster-Geueral to'grant a subsidy 
of £ 10,000 per annum to tho new lino of 
mail stcumahip9 from Sydney to Victoria 
and Vancouver. Tho Sydney Morning 
Herald says : 

" The strength of tho Ministerial support 
on this question was at once shown, for 
only eight members voted against this rcso 
lution, whilst aixty-ciglit were in its favor. 
In committee, Mr. Kidd explained that the 
(juestion of encouraging a more direct postal 
service via Vancouver had already been 
favorably reported on at the lust 
Postal Conference held in Brisbane. 
Since then Mr. James Huddart 
hud commenced a service by this route, and 
now the Government asked for Parliament- 
ary authority bo grant a subsidy to this 
line, provided that, on investigation, it was 
found tho subsidy would be in tho beBt in- 
terests of the public. The Postmaster- 
General claimed credit for having placed 
tho mutter before Parliament, instead of 
dealing with it secretly dining the recess, 
and altogether spoke very highly in favor 
of the new line for which tho subsidy was 
asked. The Canadian Government hud al- 
ready offered a grant of _->5,000 per annum 
for three years, and us soon as the Queens- 
land Parliament met, the Government o( 
that colony would ask for a voLe of a simi- 
lar character. Mr. Kidd also talked about 
the trade advantages which might be ex- 
pected from this new service, though he did 
not expect that, for tbe present, the route 
would bo of much value icr the conveyance 
of mails. 

"The first note of opposition came from 
Mr. Gurrard, who objected to tho Govern- 
ment being bound down to negotiate with 
only one (inn of steamship owners. If a 
subsidy was to be oflerod it should be 
thrown open to public competition, so that 
tho line of Btearaera best able to perform the 
work might get the grunt. Mr. Garrard 
also urged that nt the present time, when 
money was so scarce, thero was no justifica- 
tion for the vote. Mr. Reid spoke rather 
sarcustie-dly about the scheme, congratulat- 
ing the M ioistry on having at lust decided 
in favor of a policy of free trade. Tho aub- 
Bidy would naturally tend to encourage the 
freest exchange of commodities between 
this colony and Canada, and thus the Gov- 
ernment waB redeeming one of the promises 
mad; in the Vice-Regal speech — that tbe 
anomalies of the taritf would be redressed. 
Though he was in favor, on patriotic 
grounds, of a direct line to Vancouver, Mr. 
Reid did not think that it would be who to 
have tho two services— one to San Francis- 
co and ono to Vancouver. The time, he 
considered, was inopportune, and in view of 
the greut dist resa which at present existed 
in this colony, and the state of the public 
finances, he would feel compelled to vote 
uguiust the resolution. The tone of the dis- 
cussion now changed, and several wirm sup- 
porters of the grant came forward, Mr. 
Inglis, in particular, looking upon tho atti- 
tude of the Canadian Government us a grand 
proof of the solidarity of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. As a legislator having much experi- 
ence of shipping affairs, Mr. Bruce Smith, 
who has but rarely spoken of late, cast aside 
sentiment and dealt with the subject in a 
cold matter of-fact way. JIe opposed the 
subsidy on business grounds, holding that 
the results would not justify the expend) 
ture, especially as the Postmaster-General 
hud admitted that the service would be of 
no value for m»il purposes. The better 
plan, he thought, if communication with 
Canada was wanted, would be to continue 
the present Sun Francisco mail service to 
Vancouver, a distance of only two and a 
h<df days' Bail. -Mr. Smith made a long 
speech, viewing the subject exhaustively 
from all its p lints, and adducing arguments 
against tbe subsidy. 

"Another member experienced iu ship- 
ping matters, Mr. Nicoll, oo- tt( . iVlu( i tna 0|) . 
position to the motion, whilst Mr. John- 
stone, ua a labor mer,^ W%H E q Ua |l y Wtt rm 
in its favor. T^, ;s , alternating between one 
side and the jtliur, the discussion went on. 
Even Uk g rc ut leader of the retrenohtiicii t 
l )art 'j, Mr. O'Sullivan, found reasous for 
F .dpporting this new form of expenditure, 
justifying himself on tho strange ground 
that tbe outluy would really be of a pro- 
tectionist character, The Premier dwelt 
briefly on the desirableness of joining hands 
with some five millions of our fellow-country- 
men across the seu, thus securing a route, via 
Canada, to England, which might be of 
immense advantage in time of war. 
Sir George also referred to the generous and 
patriotic attitude of the Canadian pooplo, 
who h-j.d offered to subsidise tho line to the 
extent of ££5,000 per annum, and main- 
tained that it was our duty to respond. Ho 
was certain that tbe trade advantages which 
would result would far more than compen- 
sate for the outlay. Sir Henry 1'arkcs, 
growing reminiscent, pointed out that 35 
ye»rs ago he hud been the first to propose 
steam communication with America. He 
was strongly opposed to the cessation of the 
San Francisco service, in which he bad for 
so many years taken an interest. He under- 
stood, however, that the Government, while 
supporting the new route, did not intend to 
withdraw tho subsidy from tho old line, and 
on this clear understanding ho was prepar- 
ed to vote f.>r tho resolution. Several labor 
members folio wed. mostly supporting the reso- 
lution, though, ua it was after midnight, but 
few legislators remained in the Chamber to 
listen to the lengthy discussion. About 1 
o'clock a.m. Mr. Rae, who opposed the reso- 
lution, moved an amendment designed to 
postpone the granting of a subsidy until the 
Government bud come to aomc arrangement 
with the steamship owners and hud sub- 
mitted tho scheme to Parliament. The com- 
mittee nogutived this amendment by D9 
votes to 32 Without further debate a divi- 
sion was taken on tbe resolution itself. Tho 
voting was almost the same aa in tho previ- 
ous division, and the motion was curried by 
•10 votes against 31. Mr. Rae, who Beomed 
disinclined to trust the Government otct 
this matter, took tho somewhat usual eourso 
of calling for a division on the resolution in 
tho House, but the result remained un- 
altered." 

Commenting upon the subsidy question, 
tho Sydney Star aaya : 

" At no time has the Government of tho 
United States done anything to promote 
trade between its country and Australia by 
way of San Francisco ; it iuiB persistently 
refused to conti ibutu a single dollar to- 
wards tho support of tho line of steamers 
running to lha Pacific Coast, nor haa it ever 
proposed that reciprocity relations with re- 
spect to trade should bo established bo-

tvveen the two countries. Canada intendB 
to adopt tho opposite policy. Its Govern- 
ment is contributing £25,000 per unuum to 
the recently-established service, and it in- 
tends to use its influence in every legiti- 
mate way to encourage producers in the Do- 
minion who may bo desirous of making 
sales in the Australian markets. Anybody 
can see tho difference between the two 
situations. The country is now committed 
to the new service. If tho experiment 
which our Purliument has decided to make 
fails, wo shall lose a few thousands of 
pouudB ; if, on tho other hand, it succeeds, 
this country will get an abundant return 
for its expenditure." 

After the motion hud passed through tho 
Legislature, the Sydney newspapers with 
one accord approved of it, although some of 
them express the opinion that the aid should 
bo only temporary. 

Tho "reconstructed" banks are now 
carrying on their business in all parts of 
tho colonies, anil public confidence is becom- 
ing stronger. Some of the banks have made 
tho depositors shareholders, while in other 
cases the relief necessary has been obtained 
through tho aid of tho various Colonial 
Governments, which have passed Acts to 
euublo the issuance of Treasury notes to tbe 
uniouut of one-half the deposits. The man 
who had a deposit in u suspended bank 
received from tbe liquidator u certificate of 
tho uniount due, on which certificate the 
Government advanced 50 per cent, in 
Treasury notes, accenting tho certificates as 
collutend, and when the bank assets are. 
reali/.ed upon all tho surplus over it) per 
cent, goes to the depositor. The scheme is 
approved by bankers and all tho news- 
papers, Opposition, as well as Ministerial. 

There bus been somo trouble between the 
Shipowners' Association anil the Union Sea- 
m ens' organization over tho reduction of 
wages duo to the financial depression. The 
shipowners hud just beforo the Warrimoo 
sailed issued a manifesto on the subject, 
but the seamen declared they would not let 
a single crew go out on the new terms. The 
shipowners say they cannot afford to pay 
more than they have offered, and will, if 
ncuCJsary, tie up their ships rather than 
keep on _t tb.8 old wages, 

A good tltul of attention has been given 
to the proposition to establish a new colony 
ot Paraguay, to be known as New Austra- 
lia, and a syndicate has been formed to take 
out SCO families to start tho now state. Tho 
Puraguay Government has given free land, 
and as the scheme is a co-opurutivo one it is 
thought it will succeed for a time at least. 

The new governor of Now South Wales, 
Ml. Hon. Sir Robert VV. Dull', P.C..G CM. 
G , has brcn accorded u series of receptions 
Bince his arrival in that colony. 

The New South Wales Parliament, after 
a nino months' session, has been brought to 
a close, a good deal of important legislation 
which it was hoped would be got through, 
having gone over to the next session. 

The rainfall of the first half of the present 
year has been most encouraging, and the 
pustoral and other agricultural outlook is 
very promising. 

Widespread comment has been evoked by 
the announced abandonment for a time of 
tho federation question; hut Mr. Barton 
hus vindicated his absolute sincerity in tho 
movement, ami has put forwurd a proposal 
for the formation of a federation league, In 
thia Mr. Barton has received the commen- 
datory support of Mr. McMillan. Sir 
Henry Parkes has declined to express an 
opinion upon tho proposal, while Mr. Reid, 
the leafier of the Opposition, imputes vacill- 
ation to the Government, and Mr. Wiso 
has pertinently pointed out that in the mat- 
ter of federation the people require legisla- 
tion and not tducition. It has also been 
pointed out that several organizations are in 
existence, the objects of which ate the pro- 
motion of federation, and therefore tho pro- 
posal of Mr Barton for the formation of the 
contemplated leuguo is unnecessary. 

CHICAGO'S FINANCES. 

binge Increase In Hank Deposits— Public Con- 
fidence Being Restored. 

Chicago, July 10.— The deposits in the 
local biuks, especially these making a 
specialty of savings, have largely increased 
during the week. This is believed to bp 
duo to the fact thut numbers of people who, 
during the recent llurry, withdrew their 
deposits from savings institutions uud 
placed them in .°;_iety deposit vuults, aro 
now returning tnem aa re gulur deposits in 
tnn h -.nks, in the assurance that the llurry 
will not be repeated. Two weeks ago it was 
almost impossible to obtain a oinglo box at 
anyone of the safety deposit institutions, 
but enquiry to-day developed tho fact that 
the demund had ceased, and thut scores of 
boxes are daily being stripped of their con- 
tents for return to the banks.

They 
have nothing but hard and contemptuous 
things to say of those who do not aympa- 
thiso with them in their aspirations. One 
of the Vancouver nationalists is indignant 
because tho Colonist has " declared itself 
quite content to jog along aa it is doing, 
without daring to lift its eyea to the heights 
of nationality which our brave young coun- 
try is fast reaching, and which she will 
keep. Wo are toiling alowly upward, it 
may bo, but the path is blu/.oned out before 
us und we have only to follow it to attain 
tho goal." 

This is very fino, no doubt, but it will 
puzzle those who are not so full of enthusi- 
asm to see how our country can be at one 
and the same timo "fast reselling" the 
ieights of nationality and " toil- 
ing slowly upwards." This ap- 
poara to be slightly contradictory, 
fast roachers aro not Blow toilers. We should 
like the poetio nationalist to explain how 
one who ia toiling slowly can reach tho 
heights of nationality, or any other heights, 
fast. 

Wo are told too that "the feeling ia as 
strong in tho principal cities of the East, 
among young Conservatives as among young 
Liberals, for Independence, and that it only 
rrt|itirea a 3park to kindle into a flamo the 
ardor of the native sons. " We should like 
very well to know what this means when it 
is interpreted into plain common sense Eng- 
lish.. When this "spark kindles into flame" 
what will it consume ? How will it work J 
What ia to bo the modu-i operandi 1 . Will 
the ardent young men raise the standard of 
rebellion 1 Is that to bo the nature of the 
llame which is to consume the bond which 
connects Canada with the Mother Country. 
This enthusiasts Vancouver Nationalist 
tells the world that "tho old fogies and fos- 
sils, who aro living in the dead past, in 
whom tho fires of youth have long since 
burned out," aro going to have a terribly 
hard timo of it, by and by, "attempting to 
keep back the flood-tide of nationality that 
is sweeping all over Canada." If the nation- 
ality of tho future is no stronger than that of 
the present, and if it does not produce some- 
thing inflnitelj stronger and saner than the 
diatribe of the Vancouver Nationalist, 
the fossils and fogioB will have a very easy 
task indeed. 

THE MALIGNANT SNOB. 

.Snobbery, like vanity, shows itself in a 
hundred ways and somo of them apparently 
oontradictory. Perhaps the most hateful 
and disgusting way which snobbery has of 
showing itself is in detraction and abuse, 
much of it very foul, of the people who 
occupy tho highest places in society. The 
man or woman who cannot spei.k 
f ft leader of sooiety or some 
eminent person without a disparaging 
remark or an anecdote most likely apocry- 
phal to his or her discredit, shows in tho 
rtOBt conspicuous way that ho is a anob and 
that his slanderous talk is inspired by envy 
of ft very malignant kind. The slanderer 
of the groat and high-placed is, in his 
secret heart, a worshipper of those whom he 
mdiuns, and would bo anything or do any- 
thing to bo admitted into their society. 

The unspeakably mean and malicious t, 
mwka that were lately made about tho lady 
who is now the Duchess of York were 
> i hv this hateful class of snobs. 
Zt i^ stories that are circu-

j „ were invented and circulated by

nowspapers with lies about Mrs. McKay, 
the wife of the California millionaire, and it 
is they who do their best to make lif 
burden to others who are so uufortunato as 
to arouse their envy and to set their venom 
ous tongues wagging. Ordinary snobs 
and tuft-hunters may bo ridiculous and ties 
pio.iblc, but thoy aro respectable and inno- 
cent compared with the malignant crew who 
vainly think that they can raise themselves 
up by drugging others down. 



OBEDIENCE TO ORDERS. 

It seems noiv to bo admitted that tho loss 
of tho battle ship Victoria was due to a mis 
takn made by Admiral Tryou. He, it ap 
pears, ordered the ships to move in such a 
way and at such distances that a collision 
was inevitable. It is said that Rear- 
Admiral Mar kham was aware of the nature 
of the order und hesitated to obey it. 
Admiral Tryon repeated tho signal, and 
asked him what he was waiting for. He 
then obeyed tho order, and in obeying it 
ran into the Victoria. 

There aro somo who assert that under such 
circumstances, when manoeuvring in timo 
of peace, Admiral Markham would have 
been justified in disobeying the order. lint 
tho discipline of the navy makes no allow- 
unco lor diaobedii nee. Tho subordinate 
otlieer must obey orders. It is not for him 
to question the commands of hia superior. 
Vet it might bo thought, in a situation 
where tho officer receiving the order know 
that it could not be executed without in- 
juring one or both the ships, and c ursing 
great loss of life, disobedience is surely 
justifiable. There could, it seems, be no 
uncertainty about tho result. If the com- 
manding officer of the Camperdown executed 
the movement at the time and in tho way 
it was ordered, a collision, with all its at- 
tendant horrors, was a mathematical cer- 
tainty. The duta being given, the problem 
admitted of but ono solution. Tho force of 
discipline must be strong, indeed, when it 
will compel a good, a humane, and a bravo 
man to obey an order which he knew — if 
Admiral Markham did kno.w — would lead 
to such disastrous consequences. Ooe 
would think that ho would rather suffer the 
punishment of disobedience, dreadful as it 
is, than be the instrument of such 
catastrophe. But if the order had been dis- 
obeyed, and property preserved and lifo 
saved, there would, no doubt, have been 
many, high in their profession, who would 
have testified that tho movemont could have 
been made with perfect safety, and tho dis 
graced officer would see, that in the judg- 
ment of perhaps a great many mora than 
half of those entitled to form an opinion on 
the matter, he had sacrificed himself in vain. 
Men have a wonderful tendency to be wiso 
after the event. It is moro thun likely that 
most of those who now say that Admirul 
Tryon must have been mad when ho gave 
the command, would then be ready to testify 
in a court of law that tho order was a most 
reasonable ore, and no harm could come of 
obeying it promptly and to the letter. 

It is only a truism to say that the Ad- 
miral of a fleet and the General of an army 
must bo obeyed implicitly. Tho lives of 
thousands, tho welfuro of a nation and its 
honor, may depend on the willing and care- 
ful obedience to the orders of the command- 
ing officer. It is no wonder then that no 
exceptions are made. It is easy to see how 
dangerous it would be to admit that it is 
allowable for the subordinate ollicer of any 
rank under any circumstances to refuse to 
obey orders. Disobedience might, be fol- 
lowed by consr quencea incomparably worse 
than the loss of tho Victoria and tho hun- 
dreds of brave men who went down witli her. 



FR EN OH A O Q R ESS I ON. 

The action which the French have taken 
in Siam may lead to a serious dispute be- 
tween Great Britain and France. Siam lies 
between Burmuh, which ia now a British 
possession, and Annum, which baa been con- 
quered by Franco. It was hoped that Siam 
would remain as a buffer between the poa- 
seaaions of Great Britain and those of 
Franco in Asia. It would be convenient to 
have an independent country between tho 
"spheres of influence" of these two great 
Kuropeun powers. It would prevent fron- 
tier disputes, which are annoying, and other 
difficulties which are pretty sure to ariso 
between countries that are conterminous. 
But the French evidently do not believe in 
the bufTer theory. They claim that the 
territory of Annam, over which they now 
exercise sovereignty, once extended as far 
west us tho Mekong river, and they seem 
determined that that river shall bo tho 
western boundary of their torritory. 

The country which the French are absorb- 
ing ia rich, and, is it said, affords a good mar- 
ket for British products. When the French 
take possession of it, they will, no doubt, 
excludo British trade by a high tariff. They 
will uso it as they have Tonquin and An- 
nam, as a commercial preserve of their own. 
There will also bo this difficulty— part of 
France's new acquisition borders on British 
territory in Burmah, und consequently, when 
the conquest is consummated, France and 
Great Britain will in that part of Asia be 
neighbors. This, as some British states- 
men who know a good deal about the East 
believe, isnottobodesired. Mr. H. S. Hallett, 
who is rcgurded as an authority on t' e mb- 
jeet, eays that by the annexation of Siam, 
lying to the cast of tho Mekong, tho terri- 
tories of Franco in Indo-Chinu will bo 
fully doubled. The proportion of what has 
been hitherto regarded us Siam, which tho 
French aro trying to appropriate, the samo 
authority estimates to be one-third. Ho 
eays : — 

' The French scheme is a good ono, and is 
being boldly carried out. One-third of 
Siam is now lost to British trado tfirough 
French aggression. It remains with ua to 
dctermino whether we will safeguard our 
vast remaining interests in that part of tho 
world, or whother, by continuing our policy 
of sluggishness, or so-called muBteriy in- 
\ 



activity, we will allow thorn to be extin- 
guished by tho wunt of tho very political 
and commercial foresight, cnorgy and deter- 
mination that tho French pupers have for 
some weeks ignorantly and acrimoniously 
been ascribing to us." 

Tho tono of Lord Uosubeiy's reply to 
questions put to him by Lord Lamington 
doeB not appear to bo very decided. He 
does not seerrr to know very well what are 
tho merits of tho dispute between the 
French and the Siamese. He admits that 
ho is " very imperfectly acquainted indeed 
with tho causes of tho dispute," and ho is 
evidently under tho impression that tho 
Siamese Government do not know much 
more about them than ho does. It does not 
uppear to bo likely that Great Britain will 
interfere on behalf of tho people of Siam. 
If the French do not encroach on what is 
admitted to bo British territory, or terri- 
tory under British protection, tho pro- 
bability is that they will bo allowed to do 
pretty much as they please in Siam. 



NOT A PROPHET. 

"Never prophesy unless you know " is 
excellent advice. Tho shrewdest and most 
sagacious men when they undertake 
to tell people what is going to happen, 
make the grossest and most ridiculous mis- 
takes. It is even most unsafe to say posi- 
tively what will be the consequences of a 
certain courso of action, for there may be 
conditions which the reaaot.er may havo 
overlooked or circumstances may arise that 
may change the whole aspect of affairs. 
The purchase of tho Suez Canal shares by 
the British Government was a case in point. 
This is what the London Financial News 
says about Mr. Gladstone's opposition to 
that wise and fortunate transaction : 
" Theso secur ities, purchased by Lord 
Beaconsfield for £4.000,000, are worth to- 
day £17,750,000, and represent a profit to 
tho taxpayers of this couutry of no less than 
£13,750,000. Vet it waB tho purchase of 
these very shares which Mr. Gladstone de- 
nounced as ' foolish,' a ' manoouvie ' and ' a 
silly transaction.' It was ' devised,' ho said, 
for ' hoodwinking the people of this coun- 
try.' If to put a profit of £13,750,000 into 
his pocket bo to ' hoodwink ' him, it is not 
improbable that John Bull would welcome a 
little moro ' hoodwinking ' of the same sort. " 

Mr. Gladstone, in those days, had a very 
high reputation as a financier. His opposi- 
tion to tho purchase of tho canal shares was 
no doubt sincere Ho must havo believed 
that it would be unwise, both from a politi- 
cal and a financial point of view, for Great 
Britain to invest largely in Suez Canal 
shares. But the result Iras proved that, able 
as he was, and far-seeing as he was by many 
believed to be, he was completely in tho 
dark as to tho results which would flow 
from this investment of the people's money. 
He never dreamt th-it it would be profitable 
to the people in any sense, and there were 
no doubt thousands who believed that Mr. 
Gladstone was a much better authority on 
such a subject than Lord Beaconsfield. Yet 
we see that both tho Liberal leader and 
those who put faith in his judgment were 
altogether wrong.

These wero also from 
canes planted Iaitt year. The quality of 
both varioties is uneutpisaed, and good 



ovidonco of tho fruit growing capabilities of 
Mayno Island soil, and also proof that it 
pays to grow good atock.

The Directors of the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital Determine to Continue 
Upon tho old System. 



A Special Committee Will Propose a 
Plan to Augment the Hos- 
pital Funds. 



IF YOJ SMOKE 



Tho Qrat meeting of tho newly-formed 
directorate of tho Jubiloo ho8pital waa held 
yesterday evening, with President Hay- 
ward presiding and a full board present- 
Messrs. Joshua Uavies, W. M. Chudley, A. 
Wilson, I. Braverman, G. H. Brown, E. 
Crow Baker, Thomas Shotbolt, H. D. 
Holmcken, J. S. Yates, F. B. Gregory, D. 
M, Eberts, E. A. McQuade and H. M, 
Yates. Tho evening was devoted chiefly to 
a discussion arising out of t ho suggestion to 
appoint standing committees as recommend- 
ed in the report of a apecial committee some 
months ago. After a long debato, tho 
meeting decided against the appointment of 
the proposed committees, while adopting, 
without division, a resolution proposed by 
Mr. Gregory to name a special committee to 
devise a plan for augmenting tho hospital 
revenue. 

The usual reports received from tho resi- 
dent physician, matron and house steward 
wero received, and tho latter two referred 
to the committee of tho month. The matron 
expressed satisfaction with the progress of 
the training school und acknowledged, with 
thanks, tin? following donations : Dr. Hasell, 
clothing; Mrs W illiam I'un'er and Mrs. VV, 
J. Wilson, old linen; und "An Anonymous 
Friend," newspapers. The steward again 
had complaints to file against the contractor 
for bread supply, and returned thanks for 
donations of 1J nvera from Rev. George \V. 
Taylor and Mr. G T, Higgins, and of rhu- 
bai b from Mr. Elford. 

In introducing the subject of Btanding 
committees, tho president brought forward 
the report of the select committee of 1S1)'_', 
advidug tho formation of executive, finance, 
house and ground committees, the ftinctious 
of the visiting committee remaining un- 
changed 

Mr. Vutea did not endorse tho recom- 
mendations of this report, but thought that 
a call should bo made upon the working- 
men for their support in the maintenance of 
the hospital. He presented a letter which 
he had drafted in this connection, addressed 
to employers, and proposing a plan for regu- 
lar subscriptions. 

Mr. Wilson thought that the Board had 
gone along very well in the past without 
standing committees, and could continue in 
tho old plan with advantugo to tho insti- 
tution. 

Mr. Chudley also opposed the proposal, 
and in referring to Mr. Yates' remarks, said 
that if the workingmau would lend hia aid, 
all the hospitals' difficulties would bo solved, 
and that, too, at comparatively little cost to 
the individual. 

Mr. Djvies and Mr. Baker favored the 
adoption of system, aa provided for in apecial 
standing committees, and moved that these 
be appointed. 

_ Mr. Wilson addressed himself in opposi- 
tion to the motion, and in connection there- 
with related a story, If Moses, in leading 
the children of Israel ucroes the Red Sea, 
hud had the support of committees, he said, 
tho chosen people would never havo escaped 
from bondage. The committee would have 
looked at the sea and concluded there was 
no escapo that way. They would have 
looked ut the army of Pharaoh behind, and 
have seen nothing but defeat in that direc- 
tion. Hero wo aro, without arms and with 
tho sea before ua, they would have said — 
let ua compromise. Ho hud no faith in tho 
reference, of work that hud to be done, to 
committer a. 

Mr. Gregory inclined to tho opinion that 
the appointment of standing committeea 
would lessen tho interest taken by the di- 
rectorate as a whole in tho general working 
of the hospital. 

Mr. fiberts raised a point of order— the 
discussion was obviously out of order, ac- 
cording to the constitution of the hospital. 

Seeing that tho concensus of opinion was 
against their resolution, Messrs. Daviea 



and Bakor amended it bo that tho proposal 
was simply to havo a finance committee 
named und the powers of the hoapitul exec- 
utive defined. 

Tho amended resolution was then put and 
loat, the mover and seconder alono support- 
ing it. 

Air. Gregory, seconded by Mr. Wilson, 
then .proposed that a Bpecial committee be 
appointed to formulate a plan for augment- 
ing tho revenuo of the hospital, tho commit- 
tee to report to the Board. 

Thia resolution passed without dissent, 
and Messrs. Gregory, Wilson, Yutes, 
Chudley and Braverman wero named by tho 
Chairman to act on tho cummittee. 

On tho recommendation of Mr. Chudley, 
Meesrs. Brown and Shotbolt wero named as 
a comn itteo to visit the Old Men's Home in 
company with the Old Men's Homo com- 
mittee of the City Council and ugreo with 
them upon tho valuation of the furniture 
and utensils of that institution, which the 
Corporation is deairoua of acquiring. 

A proposal to incioaso tho secretary's 
salary from S30 to §100 per month 
was disciiBsed and tabled ; tho secre- 
tary was authorized to advertise tho 
French Benevolent Society property for 
rent, possession being given about August 
1, and the salary list for June, totalling 
Sfib'G f)0 for u stud' of twenty-four, wus 
passed without objection. The Hoard then 
adjourned.

TUTTS FRUTTI 
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DECORATION DAY. 



Members of the 10 0.1?. nud the Y. 
M.I. Visit the Graves of Their 
Well Remembered Dead. 



Beautiful and Impressive Ceremonies 
Connected With the Placing of 
Floral Offerings. 



The ceremony of decorating the graves of 
departed brothers was duly enacted by the 
members of the I.O.O.F. lodges in this 
city on Sunday afternoon. The number 
participating was somewhat less than has 
been the rule in former yeurB, there being 
only about ninety Odd Fellows in line, while 
about twenty representatives of the Sisters 
of Rebekah accompanied tho procession in 
carriuges. 

Starting from the hall at 2:30 o'clock, a 
halt was made for a few momenta ut tho 
old cemetery on Quadra street, where rest 
the remains of the following pioneer Odd 
Fellows : J. S. Titeomb, George IVurkes 
and M. Hollow, of Victoria lodge No. 1 ; 
Leopold Blum and K. Wright, ot Columbia 
lodgoNo. 2. Some of these names will be 
very familiar to old-timers here, and many 
recollections will be awakened by their 
mention. Their graves having been visited 
and iloral offerings deposited thereon, the 
procession re-formed and wended its way to 
Ross Bay cemetery. Upon arrival there, 
tho members formed a circle just within the 
gate and listened to the following appro- 
priate and excellent address, delivered by 
Bro. J. McMillan, P.G., of Acme lodge No. 
14: 

ADDRESS. 

" Officers and Members :— It is fitting 
that we should, in obedience to the custom 
of our order, bring to the resting place of 
our departed brothers these Iloral tributes 
of our remembrance— nature's beautiful em- 
blems of purity and of hope. We decorate 
the graves of our brothers to-day. not be- 
cause of their prominence in our councils— 
cot because they won for themselves dis- 
tinction, or place, or power among their 
fellowmen— but because their named are en- 
rolled among those who profess to set be- 
fore all those things in their Jives, the 
practice of Friendship, Love and Truth; be- 
cause they put their hands in a practical 
way to tho work of our organization, winch 
recognizes in the broadest sense that all 
men are of one flesh, with common neces- 
sities, common privileges and common re- 
sponsibities, in being the children of a com- 
mon parent, and designed to n fleet the 
imago and, in bo far as it is given them, the 
character of the Father of all men. It is 
tho custom of this world, with ostentatious 
display, with the blare of trumpet and 
thunder of cannon, to heap horors upon the 
memories of men who have been eminent 
among their fellows upon fields of human 
slaughter, and men who claim to be messen- 
gers of lovo and peace to fallen 
humanity are moved to emulation 
and rivalry in doing honor to the 
memory and decorating tho tombs of 
the heroes of armies devoted to strife and 
desolation. Under tho maddening influence 
of tho passions of war, men who were 
formed for better' things forget in the song 
of tho victor the shriek of the vanquished, 
the desolate homes and broken hearts of 
tho widow and orphan, and, with the blood 
of their brothers on their hands, insult tho 
Father of Mankind with praise and thanks 
for His help in the carnage. It is our 
privilege in this order to devote our ener- 
gies to the nobler work of disseminating the 
principles of brotherhood and peace; and 
turning aside from the false glories of war 
— this mockery of God and awful sin 
against man — we conic to-day to garland 
tho tombs of the heroes of the great army of 
peace and good-will, to do honor to the 
memory of men who extended the right 
hand of fellowship, without preference to 
nationality, or kindred; or creed, and who 
made provision for the widow and the 
orphan of the alien and the stranger as for 
their own. By the silent graves of our 
dead may we gather fresh inspiration to 
urge us in carrying on the noble work they 
have bequeathed to us. Let us seo to 
it that our professions are not tho assumed 
garb of an empty hypocrisy, but living 
principles that actuate us in the everyday 
work of our lives. And though our efforts 
may pass unnoticed in the world around us, 
we may rest assured of the blessing of the 
Father of all men, and that our children 
will at some time reap the fruit of our labor, 
in enduring peace and good- will over all the 
earth. " 

At each Odd Fellow's grave a stick had 
been previously set up, as a distinguishing 
mark ; so when the brothers scattered 
through the cemetery it was an easy matter 
to find the resting places of their departed 
brethren. Annexed aro tho names of all 
whose graves were visited and decorated, 
together with the name of the lodge to 
which each belonged :

Tho long-anticipated ruce between the 
City of I'uebla and the Sound steamer Flyer 
was disposed of on Saturday last on tho 
smooth water between Seattle and Tacoma, 
where, of course, her Bmuller rival hud con- 
siderable advantage over tho ocean ship. 
The I'uebla left the ocean dock ut Seattle 
while the Flyer was at her wharf nearly 
ready to leave for Tacoma. Mr. Seeley, 
manager of the Flyer, suddenly concluded 
to go to Tucoiii- and went aboard. So much 
has been said about a race thut no sooner 
was the Flyer free from her wharf with the 
I'uebla also in sight thuu everybody along 
the water front " caught on " to the situa- 
tion and watched the black clouds of smoke 
from the Puoblu's stack until it was out of 
sight. The I'uebla rounded DuwAtnish 
head and passed out of tight just three 
minutes ahead of the Flyer, according to 
watches held on shore, Tho Flyer gained 
steudily on her larger rival, and at 1'oiut 
Fully, about half way to Tacoma, was 
abreast of her. At this point Captain Jor- 
genson, of tho Flyer, persistently tooled his 
whistle, butCapt. Debney, on the bridge of 
the I'uebla, appeared not to notice the chal- 
lenge. Gradually the Flyer drew ahead 
and reached her dock at Tacoma as the 
I'uebla was rounding Brown's Point, being 
five minutes ahead und having gained eight 
minutes. There is a great difference bc- 
tween tho two boats, The City of Puebla's 
gross tonnage ia 2,023 88, net 1,712 90 : 
length 320 feet, breadth 38 feet, depth 10 
feet. The Flyer's gross tonnago is 440 S2, 
net 280 44 ; length 170 "feet, breadth 21 
feet, depth 15 feet. Tho Flyer hums wood 
and the I'uebla coal. Ths two would hardly 
be considered near enough in the same class 
to contest a race, because circumstances 
which would bo favoruble for one would be 
unfavorable for tho other. The Puebla 
would do herself credit in a long ruce, und 
would stand rough water better than the 
Flyer, which is a small boat mado for in- 
land waters. The Flyer cau sturt and stop 
very ouiekly, while the 1'uehla's larger bulk 
preveuts this. 

THE VICTORIA ARRIVES. 

The N.P.R. Co. 'a steamship Victoria, in 
command of Captain J. Pant on, R. N R., ar- 
rived from the Orieut at 8 o'clock last even- 
ing lifter u pleasant voyage. The report of 
the trip in detail, as furnished the Colonist 
by Purser Gait, is as fellows : " Left Hong- 
kong June 17, at 4:10 p.m.: Shanghai, J line 
22, at 4:25 a.in ; Kobe, June 26, at 
4:30 a.m., and arrived ut Yoko- 
hama on June 27, at 8:20 a.m., 
having experienced light variable winds and 
much fog on the Cnina coast. Laft Yoko- 
hama Juue 28, ut p in. ; had light easter- 
ly winds and thick fog to the meridian, 
which was crossed in -19 deg. N. Lat. on 
July 4. Thence to Flattery, moderate 
weather and a slight fog. Passed Flattery 
at 3:40 p m. on July 10, arrived at Vic 
toria two hours later. Time on passage, 12 
days, 10 hours." Tho Victoria brought 
4,0o0 tana of cargo, principally tea 
and cased silk goods, 250 tons 
of which she lauded at this port, 
last night. Her passenger list is made up 
of 15 saloon and 135 steerage. Of the 
former there were none for Victoria ; but oj 
the latter, 12 Chinese and 48 Japanese 
were landed here. Purser Gait sayB the 
steamer carried no Chinese women for Vic- 
toria. All the female Chinese passengers 
are for Portland. 

TIIK DAWN MORE IN 'XROCIILB. 

An unkind fate follows tho unfortunate 
st earn collier 1! iwmuoro A dispatch from 
Sun Francisco states that she left there in 
ballast on Friday for Nanaimo, and at 
o'clock on Saturday morning ran on Garda 
Rocks and sprung aleak. She turned back 
towards S »n Francisco, but the water gain- 
ing rapidly, in spite of the pumps, tho 
steam schooner Delnorte came to her assist- 
ance and took her in tow. Finally the 
hawser parted some hours later, and all the 
crew except Capt. VVoodeide abandoned the 
vessel and took refuge in tho steamer 
Pomona, which, together with the steam 
schooners Weeott and Iitnily, joined the 
Delnorte in looking ufter tho injured col- 
lier. The Pomona then went on to San 
Francisco, and on Sunday night tho Emily 
arid another steamer reached Mendocino 
harbor with tho Bawnmore in tow and 
bcuohed hor. 



It. P. Rithot & Co., Ltd., in their Report 
for June, say : " The past month has shown 
a continuance of the quietness previously 
noted, unci in nearly ull directions the 
freight markets aro devoid of anything ap- 
proaching to animation. A decidedly better 
feeling is noticeable, however, in grain 
freights, ami some confidence has been dis- 
played in taking up vessels for forward 
loading. In the lumber market the most 
prominent feature has been the number of 
charters reported for unusual destinations — 
Buenos Ayres, Calcutta, Antwerp — marking 
tho result of efforts to find new markets. 
Nothing has been done for Australia, the 
financial situation there precluding busi- 
ness. " 

GRANITE FOR OREGON. 
When the steamer Mascotte arrived in 
port on Saturday evening she brought a big 
load of granite from the Nelson Island 
ipiarry for tho new City hull at Portland. 
Included in the cargo were six largo blocks, 
each of which measured 72 cubic feet, the 
largest probably that bavo ever been shipped 
from British Columbia. The cai go was all 
landed on tho outer wharf for transhipment. 

TO LOAD L.DSII1ER, 
Tug Lorno brought the four-masted hark 
Gunford, 2, 1 18 tons, Capt. Wier, from sea 
into the Royal R >ads yesterday morning. 
The bark is from San Francisco, and under 
charter to load lumber at the Hastings mill 
for Port Pirio. Sho arrived at San Fran- 
cieobuta few months ago with a general 
cargo from Swansea.

It was like tho International League 
of Press Clubs and thoroughly graceful 
for its members to decido that the next 
annual convention in 1891 should be 
held at Atlanta.

Sunday waB a grand field day with thu 
Salvation Army, who, led by Commandant 
Herbert Booth, waged war against the 
" powora of darkness." From early morn- 
ing " kneo drill" BkirmiBhing was main- 
tained, the fight terminating in tho evening 
with a regular " battle for souls," tho forcea 
being ongaged all along tho line. Judging 
from tho happy faces of tho soldiers, thoy 
felt their efforts were not devoid of auooesB. 
Tho battlefield in the evening was tho Vic- 
toria thoatro, which long before tho "en- 
gagement " began was crowded. Tho atage 
presented a atrango aspect for a theatre, 
with the lines of " soldiers," in red and 
bluo uniforms, seated there, waiting for or- 
ders to begin the action. 

" Fire a volley ! " was tho command given 
by Staff Captain Banks, aa sho stood near 
the wings. 

"Hallelujah !" shouted tho soldiers, and 
at the same moment Commandant Booth, 
with Brigadier M argot ts, of Winnipeg ; 
Stall' Captain Millsaps, editor of the Cali- 
fornia editior of the War Cry, and Staff- 
Captain Morton, of Seattle, entered and 
look their seats at tho front of tho plat- 
form. 

Led by Brigadier Margetts, and to the 
music of the Army's brass band, soldiers 
and audience joined in a hymn to the fam- 
iliar old popular melody, " Carry mo Back 
to Tennessee." 

There is nothing conventional about the 
Army's methods, which ia no doubt the 
secret of their wonderful success, and their 
way of conducting their meetings is certain- 
ly not dull. 

Brigudier Marietta and other officers 
prayed and exhorted, the soldiers punctuat- 
ing every good point made or truth stated 
by liberal interpolationa of " Praise the 
Lord," " That's so, Glory to God," "Amen." 
The language used was quaint in many in- 
stances but effective. 

" We thank Thee, O ! Uod," prayed ono 
officer, "because thou art good. I f thou 
wer't not good we would all have been in 
hell long ago." 

" You are drifting to your doom," was a 
chorus sung, to tho accompaniment of Brig- 
adier MurgettB' concertina, an instrument 
both he and the Commandant play re- 
markably well. 

" Yes," continued tho Brigadier, at the 
end of a verse, " while money and influence 
and ullluenco and riches are being held out 
to you by tho^ enemy you are drifting to 
your doom." 

Commandant Booth did not speak until 
after tho collection wus taken up. Then he 
put himself at home with hia audienco at 
once in his opening remarks. 

" I must have something strange in my 
voice," he said, aa ono of tho numerous 
babies in tho building started up a vigorous 
racket. " I never begin to speak but half 
a dozen bubies immediately want to contra- 
dict mo. I won't be talked down." 

He told a capital story of a rich widow 
in a Salvation Army meeting dropping a 
sovereign in tho collection aa the widow's 
mite, being moved to drop in a second piece 
of gold on being reminded by the "level 
headed sergeant that the Biblical widow 
dropped in "two mites." She wouldn't, 
however, drop in her fat purse, when the 
wily sergeant, encouraged by his success, 
reminded her that the widow " gaveull that 
she had." 

After getting hia congregation in good 
humor, the Commandant led off with 
" Wonderful Words of Life " on his 
concertina, and then energetic, earn- 
est Stall Captain Morion made a fer- 
vent appeal to tho people to 
repent. The Commandant, though evidenr 
ly fatigued und hia stooped, slightly-bui t 
tiguro betokening a constitution far from 
strong, then spoke again. Gradually his 
voice warmed to the work and the words 
came flowing in real eloquence from his lips, 
while hia faced glowed with the enthusiasm 
that came with his theme — repentance. 
More powerful rose his voice as in a burst oi 
feeling he besought his audience not to be 
indifferent. 

"There is one thing worse than being 
damned -tho thought that you wero fooled 
into tho bottomless abyss — that you never 
gave your soul a chance." 

Then experiences wero given by several 
of the officers, and at the close quite u num- 
ber of " penitents" were gathered in. 

Yesterday three meetings were held, the 
most interesting being that in the Vic- 
toria theatre in the evening. It was 
not a regular Salvation Army meeting, 
but rather a lecture by tho Commandant on 
the " Darkest England and the way out " 
scheme. Senator Mclnnes occupied the 
chair, und tho vast audienco that filled 
every avuiluble seat and overflowed into the 
aisles and lobbies was composed of citizens 
of ull ages and elasaoB and creeda, almost 
evenly divided between ludica and gentle- 
men. And thoBO who made it their con- 
venience to attend were delighted. Tho 
story of how the Army work had developed 
and was being carried on was well told. 
Tho Commandant, as he progressed, grew 
warmly eloquent and made tho audience 
join in his vigorous enthusiasm. His de- 
scriptions of the vice and misery and 
squalor of London were vivid and forceful. 
Having arranged his various subjects into 
battalions ho proceeded systematically to 
" review " them, thus taking up in order 
I he different phases of the Army work. 
He told of the establishment of the firat 
"ahelters," where, in London, for one 
pe nny a man or woman can get a good 
equare meo] and a comfortable bed. Two 
ol the shelters had been opened in Canada, 
one in Toronto and ono in Montreal, and 
great good had already been done. Thia 
was holding out the bread of mortal life in 
one hand and the bread of immortal life in 
the other. Then he told of tho rescue work 
being carried on to savo and redeem 
criminals, and to lift up fallen women and 
save them from a life of shame. In graphic 



languago ho depicted tho Bconoi in the 
great "sweating shops" of Englund, where 
fortunea wero being made for the ovvnerB at 
tho expense of the poor unfortunate women, 
who wore compelled to work for 12 to L'5 
cents a week, and then ho related how tho 
Salvation Army had endeavored to correct 
thia ovil by starting in competition, and 
how thoy wero succeeding. One instance 
of this ho gave in the match making busi- 
ness, and ho asked all who 
wished to assist tho leseuu work of 
tho army to always buy tho " Darkest 
EngUnd lights." Tho last subject he 
touched upon was tho curse of the liquor 
traffic, which tho Salvation Army tried to 
overcome, and as showing consistency in 
this, ho said it waa an imperative rule in 
tho army that no Boldier, bandsman or 
officer wus, under any circumstances, per- 
mitted to touch, taste or handlo 
intoxicants. Concluding, he declared tho 
whole work of tho army, ita shelters and 
rescue homeB, and factories, and farm 
colonics, und, in short, all its institutions 
had but ono ond in viow — the raising up of 
peoplo that they might glorify God. The 
peroration was a magnificent effort, and 
even thoso whoso sympathies were not with 
the methods of tho army joined in tho out- 
burst of applause and cheers when tho 
Commandant took his seat. ' The meeting 
wns closed with prayer und tho singing of 
the " Land that ia fairer than day." 

The Commandant left by this morning's 
steamer for the Mainland, and will go di- 
rectly back to Toronto. Ho is worn out 
physically after six weeks constant exer- 
tion, but has the proud satisfaction of 
knowing that ho has by his visit given great 
encouragement to tho loeil corps and added 
many sympathizers to the ranks.
